areas until the ordinance is adopted. 

The zoning recommendations for those areas 
range between one house per 20 acres below 
1200 foot elevation and one per 40 acres above 
1200 feet in the area designated R-l-HA in the north¬ 
east corner of the city’s hillsides, one house per 
five acres below 1200 feet and one per 40 acres 
above this in the area designated R-l-HB situated 
roughly above the area between North Auburn 
and Mountain Trail. 

Zoning for the area above the Canyon, desig¬ 
nated R-l-HD, would be one house per 40 acres 
and the area designated as R-l-HE in the north¬ 
east corner of the hillsides would become one house 
per 10 acres below 1200 feet and one per 40 acres 
above this. 

The proposed ordinance includes numerous 
additional restrictions covering grading, drainage, 
erosion, water pressure, utilities, architecture, land¬ 
scaping, reports on soil and seismic conditions 
and various other features.

Fire Chief Ed Tracy and Fire Marshal Bill 
Kramer reported that the department is part of a 
$5000 grant which allowed them to purchase the 
1600 “Share Bears.” 

The department will give the free “Share Bears,” 
snuggly 6-inch-tall little bears with T-shirts an¬ 
nouncing, ‘1 love 911,” to all children and older 
people who are picked up by the Emergency Medi¬ 
cal Technicians in the ambulance in Sierra Madre. 

The 9-1-1 phone number is dialed for fast fire 
or police response in emergencies. 

Chief Tracy noted that the local fire depart¬ 
ment is “grateful for the efforts of Covina Fire

Recently in the news there have 
been numerous reports of incidences 
where individuals were followed home 
while driving and then robbed. In 1987 
alone, more than 83,000 Californians 
were robbed — that’s one every six 
minutes — and more than 155,000 
Californians were assaulted — one every 
three minutes. 

By learning personal security tips, 
you can avoid being robbed or assault¬ 
ed. Here are some guidelines for per¬ 
sonal security: 

Walking: 

— Avoid walking alone. 

^ Walk on well-lit streets where other 
people are present. 

— Don’t walk close to shrubbery or dark 
doorways, and avoid shortcuts through 
alleys or vacant lots. 

— Carry a loud whistle in your hand 
ready for use. 

— If someone is following you, cross 
the street and head for a bright area 
where there are other people. 

— Don’t carry large sums of money on 
your or wear expensive jewelry. 

— For women, secure your purse under 
your arm. 

Driving: 

— Check the back seat of your car 
before you enter. 

— Keep doors locked and windows 
rolled up. 

— Drive on well-lit streets; never let 
your gas guage go below 'A of a tank. 

— For women, don’t leave your purse 
on the seat; put it in the glove com¬ 
partment or on the passenger side floor. 

— If you believe you are being fol¬ 
lowed, don’t go home; get the license 
plate number and description of the 
car, and drive to the nearest police sta¬ 
tion or open business to report it.

— Don’t hide duplicate keys under door 
mats, shrub planters, etc. 

— For women, list only your last 
name and initial on your mailbox and 
in the telephone book; don’t list your 
address in the telephone book.

City hires consuiting firm 
to assist with library *overdues*

The Sierra Madre Public Library Board of 
Trustees is taking new steps to solve an old 
problem — overdue library materials. 

With the unanimous vote of the City 
Council, the library has hired Weldon and 
Associates, a consulting firm that specializes 
in helping libraries recover long overdue 
materials and fines. 

Effective July 1, a processing fee of $10 
will be added to each delinquent account turned 
over to the new recovery service. This fee will be 
levied in addition to overdue fines for returned 
materials or the replacement cost, fines, and 
service charge for lost or damaged items. 


Only those borrowers who have not res¬ 
ponded to library overdue notices will be 
affected by collection agency action. 

According to City Librarian Toni Buckner, 
this new approach “tells people that the lib¬ 
rary needs its books back so that we can pro¬ 
perly serve the public. Delinquent borrowers 
aren’t thieves; they’re just careless. But when 
they’re careless, it deprives other patrons of 
needed items. The end result is that everybody 
is hurt.” 

Library patrons are urged to return over¬ 
due materials, to clear their accounts now and 
not wait until July 1 when the new charges 
begin.

The children’s scores 
are combined (not aver¬ 
aged) to give a score 
for the group. The 
CAP score is like a 
report card for the school, 
not for the child. The 
CAP scores reflect how 
effectively the district 
or school is teaching the 
material deemed impor¬ 
tant in the educa¬ 
tional framework of 
California. 

At CAP testing time 
students also report 
other information such 
as race, years enrolled in 
the district, parent’s edu¬ 
cation, fluency in English, 
hours of television 
watching, and other per¬ 
sonal things. Combined 
these and other “back¬ 
ground factors,” CAP 
is able to indicate a 
socioeconomic level 
for individual schools 
and the district as a 
whole. CAP can then 
compare districts or 
schools that have similar 
students with similar 
background factors. 

This comparison 
based on similar students 
and communities 
is called “relative 
ranking.” The rela¬ 
tive rankings are avail¬ 
able for each curriculum 
area in each grade level 
tested for each school. 

Using relative rank¬ 
ings (which are usually 
not printed in the 
newspaper) parents can 
make some very clear 
judgments. Relative 
rankings show how our 
school district is doing 
compared to other 
school districts with 
the same diversity and 
problems. That is, all 
background factors be¬ 
ing even, including lan¬ 
guage barriers and econ¬ 
omic factors, how well 
are our children being 
taught? A RELATIVE 
ranking of 50 is average. 

For the 1987-88 
school year, Wilson 
Middle School’s relative 
rankings on the CAP 
for reading, writing and 
math were 41, 19 and 
27 respectively for 
6th grade and 29, 24 and 
27 for eighth grade. Moet 
of these are conaiderabiy 
below the average of 30.

Our train consisted 
of 16 cars pulled by 8444, 
backed by two deisel en¬ 
gines including the 
famous 951, last of 
the UP’s vaunted 
streamliners. 

“Eighty-four forty- 
four’’ was built in 1944 
and was the last steam 
locomotive acquired 
by Union Pacific. It is 
based in Cheyenne, Wyo.

Award, commendations due

as whether the rejected EIR needs to be certified 
or not. 

The question also remains as to whether an 
altered parcel map (three lots instead of four, for 
example) may be submitted as an amended applica¬ 
tion which would not be subject to the moratorium, 
or if the decision of the Public Works Director, 
if not appealed, should be considered as termina¬ 
tion of the application, rendering any subsequent 
one subject to the moratorium. 

The Martins’ application which was rejected 
had been submitted several days prior to the date 
that the moratorium became effective, thus exempt¬ 
ing the parcel map. 

McRea stated that full answers from City Attor¬ 
ney Martin and Dablo should be forthcoming in 
about two weeks. Martin, however, has given an 
initial opinion that the City Council can deny a 
parcel map without an EIR, which would uphold 
the action taken by the council on May 9 after 
rejecting the EIR.

associated with Chantry 
Flat access road, are not 
indicative of today’s 
engineering and grading 
codes or techniques.

Comparing this 
road to any grading 
project done within the 
last 25 years is unfair 
and irrelevant. 

C) If Mr. and Mrs. 
Martin do not build up 
there, do you think they 
will just hold onto the 
land and leave it as it is 
now? My guess is that 
they would eventually sell 
the property to a devel¬ 
oper who may not be as 
concerjqed about the 
well being of this town, 
but has enough money 
and political pull to get 
his project through. 
Want to venture a guess 
about density up there 
if that happened?

MAIN STREET 
By Ron HuiMn 


Design is the Main Street program area State 
Coordinator Pat Noyes evaluation comments 
touch on this week. 

“Over $175,000 in private reinvestment 
(13 projects) has occurred downtown since 
records (Main Street) started being kept in the 
last year. It is a particularly good sign as it is 
unusual for design projects to get underway 
to any significant degree in a program’s first 
year. 

“The city is looking to the Main Street 
organization to perform the role of Design 
Review and to assist the city in establishing 
downtown Design Guidelines. The city is also 
demonstrating strong commitment to design 
through its involvement in the Mariposa park¬ 
ing lot project. 

“The two major design issues ... are the 
procedures for establishing Design Review and 
compliance with California’s Seismic Retrofit 
law. 

“The procedures and standards for per¬ 
formance (Design Review) need to be clearly 
spelled out, first between the city and the 
organization, then to the public. 

“Usually it is recommended that guide¬ 
lines be drawn up to be advisory and edu¬ 
cational and that they be discussed with the 
community in several public forums. That way 
people get used to the idea of making design

“Main Street’s Design Council can serve 
an effective role in discussing building owners’ 
ideas early on . . . steering design changes in 
a direction that can keep the street dynamically 
attractive and still sensitive to individual build¬ 
ings’ design differences. 

“As the program and the city are ex¬ 
ploring ways to offer financial incentives to 
commercial property/business owners, it would 
be appropriate to consider tieing receipt of 
funds to compliance with the design review 
process and reorganized design standards. 

Concerning seismic retrofit, Pat observes: 
“It is important that Main Street work in 
tandem with city hall to ensure . . . under¬ 
standing of the ramifications of the legisla¬ 
tions and the strategy the city will be em¬ 
ploying to meet legal requirements. 

“Some public information sessions and fre¬ 
quent contact with all property owners will 
minimize confusion. Perhaps Main Street’s 
Design Council can appoint a task force to assist 
the city in handling information to the public 
on this subject.”
